THE LADY SHORE TRANSPORT. 

A gentleman juft arrived from India, who fpent 
fome time at the Cape of Good Hope in company with 
Mr Black,: who was _purfer of the Lady Shore, réceiv- 
ed from* him the following account of the mutiny on 
board that fhip: : 

The Lady Shore had .on board, befides convists, 
eighty foldiers of the New South Wales corps, amongft 
whom were ‘Germans, French, and condemned crimi- 
nals, teprieved on condition of ferving during life at 
Botany Bay. ‘They arrived at Portimouth while the 
mutiny on board the ficet was at its height. They 
formed a plan to feize the thip when fhe fhould get out 
to fea. Of this Captain Wilcox was informed. by Ma- 
jor Semple. He complained to the Tranfport Board of 
the danger of proceeding to fea with fuch men, while 
they had arms in their hands. ‘The Colonel of the re- 
giment was fent to inveltigate the bufinefs, but he, per- 
haps hefitating to. give credit to Semple, and from the 
benevolence of his own heart, entertaining a better opi- 
nion of his men than it would feem they. deferved, over- 
ruled Captain Wilcox’s defire. 

Tn this fate they went‘to fea. When four days fail 
from Rio de Janeiro, the mutineers rofe in the night on, 
the fecond mate, who was then on watch. . He found’ 
refiftance to fo niany armed men to be in vain, and of 
couffe fubmitted to favehis own life. They then en- 
tered the cabin of the chief mate, and murdered him 
in the moft favage manner, cutting his head off’ ‘They: 
then proceeded paft Mr Black’s birth to the ritedshoets| 
where Captain Wilcox was; and demanded admiffion,. 
which he refufed, and on their farther perfiftance fired 
a piftol at them through: ‘his door. They inftantly 
‘broke the door in pieees, and murdéred poot Wilcox 
in a manner too fhecking to defcribe.—They then re- 
turned to Mr Black’s hammock, and without the léaft 
warning, thru(t their bayonets through it in feveral plac- 
es, not in the leaft doubting but he was in it. But 
during the difturbance he had quitted it, and conceal: 
ed himfelf, which gave him an opportunity of begging 
his life, when-their rage began to abate. This they 
granted; put him, and teo others. into the long-boat, 
gave them acompafs, and turned them adrift. They 
got fafe to Rio de Janeiro, from -whence Mr B. took 
his paflage in a foreign fhip; but at fea fell in witha 
South Whaler, the Captain of which (Capt. Wilkin- 
fon) received him on board. After this Captain Wil- 
kinfon took a Spanith ' veffel, value about 10,000l,— 
Mr Black was appoinied prize-mafter, and carried her 
to the Cape. He is fince failed with Captain Wilkin- 
fon to the coaft of New Holland, to fith for whales,

. : DEATH OF MR PALMER.* 

A correfpondent at Liverpool has favoured us-with 
the following further particulars of this melancholy e- 
vent :-— , 

On Sunday-the 29th ult. Mr Palmer dined with 
Meff. Hurft, Hammerton, and Mara, all belonging to 
the Liverpool Theatre. After dinner, Mr Hurft com- 
plained that of late he had always found himfelf exceed- 
ingly drowfy after his meals. Mr Palmer, ina molt 
' friendly and feeling manner, faid, * my deat Dick (for 
forhe familiarly called Mr Hurift,) for God’s fake, en- 
deavour to overcome thofe alarming fymptoms ;” and, 
after a fhort paufe, added, ‘ I fear, my dear friend, 
that my own afflictions (alluding to the recent lofs of 
his wife-and favourite fon,) will very thortly bring me 
to my grave.” ‘For fome days, however, he feemed 
to bear up againft thofe trying misfortunes with Ynuch 
refolution, and on the Wednefday following performed 
the part of Young Wilding, in the Liat, wich a confi- 
derable degree of {pirit. , 

On Thurfday morning he appeared rather dejeéed, 
and all the efforts of his friends were {carcely capable 
of roufing him from the {tate of melancholy in which 
he appeared to have funk. In the evening of that day 
he appeared in the charaéter of the Stranger, in the 
new play of that name, and in the two firft aéts exert- 
ed himfelf with: great effect; in the third, he difplayed 
evident marks of depreffion, and as he was about to 
reply to the queftion of Baron Steinfort, relative to his 
children, he appeared uoufually agitated. He endea- 
voured to proceed, but his feelings evidently overcame 
him ; the hand of death arrefted his progrefs, and he 
inftantly fell upon his back, . heaved a convulfive figh, 
and inftantly expired, withouta groan. ‘The audience 
fuppofed for the moment that his fall was nothing more 
than a ftudied addition to the -part, but on: feeing him 
carried off in deadly fliffnefs, the utmoft aftonithment 
and terror became depidted in every countenance.— 
Hammerton, Callan, and Mara, were the perfons who 
conveyed the lifelefs- corpfe from the ftage into the 
fcene-room. Medical afliftance ‘was immediately pro- 
cured, his veins were opened, but they yielded not a 
fingle drop of blood, and every other means of ,refufci- 
tation was had_recourfe to without effe@. The Gen- 
tlemen of the Faculty, finding every means ineffectual, 
formally announced his death. The piercing fhricks 
of the women, and the heavy fighs of the men, which 
fucceeded this melancholy annunciation, exceeded the 
power of language to deferibe. The fargical opera-| 
tions upon the body cgatinued about an hour, afeec 





which, all hopes of recovery having vanifhed, he was 
carried home to his lodgings on a bier, where a regu- 
lar inventory was immediately taken of his property. 
Mr Aickin, the Manager, came bn the {tage to an- 
nounce the melancholy event to the audicnce, but fo 
completely overcome with grief as to “be incapable of 
uttering a fentence, and was.at length forced to retire 
withdut being ‘able to make himfelf underftood 3 he 
was bathed in tears, and, forthe moment, funk udder 
the generous feelings of his manly nature. Incledon 
then came forwards and muttered fufficient’ refolution 
to communicate the dreadful circumftance. The Houfe 
was inftantly evacuated in mournful~filence, and the 
people, fotming themfelves’ into parties, contemplated 
the fatal occurrence in the open fquare till a late hour 
next morning. Dodtors Mitchell and Corry gave it as 
their opinion, that he certainlydied of a broken heart, 
in confequence of the family affligtions which he had 
lately éxpetienced. “Thus died one of the moft able 
and ufeful performers the flage has for many, years 
known, and one whofe lofs, we fear, will’ prove utterly 
irreparable. ‘The performance announced for Friday 
was poftponed, and the Houfe fhut up on the occafion 
till Monday, when he was to be interred at the village 
of Walton, near Liverpool. Mr Palmer. was in the 
57th year Of his age. Being involved, for fome years 
paft, in pecuniary embarrailments, his creditors, not 
long fince, infured his life, at Blackfriars, for 2000]. 
which fum they are ef courfe entitled to by his much 
lamented death.—Peace to his manes ! 





THE NEW SYSTEM OF WEIGHTS t? MEASURES. 

The Republicans, refolved on a thorough innovation, 
were not fatisfied with reforming the calendar, but have 
introduced a new fyftem of weights and meafures. They 
have even the vanity to look forward to the adoption of 
it by the reft of the world,though Mr Meyer fhews that 
the proportion of their meafures has not that precifion 
and univerfality which-alone could recommend it to ge- 
neral ufe. 

They have’ taken a divifion of earth-from the equator 
to the pole, or one 4th of the whole meridional circle, 
and divided it into ten million of equal parts, Oné of 
thefe parts i the metre, and is about an Englith yard ; 
but its meafure can never be fixed and determined, equal 
among all returns and at all times, til] the learned come 
to an agreement which all will abide by, refpecting the 
quadrature of the meridian. 

‘Taking the metre for the principle of their admea- 
furement and the gramme of weight, they work upwards 
and- downwards by decimals thus ;*

. FOR JULY 1798. 

July has proved our fourth month of uninterrupted 
fummer, and has advanced a great crop juft to its per 
fection. _ It has, in moft quarters, begun, and nearly in 
ali happily. concluded the hay harvelt. Few fields, 
though paftured fo late as the middle of May, yield’ lefs 
than 150 ftones, and many, where bained, exceed 30c 
per Englith acre. ‘Thefe weighty crops, added to a 
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
